‘GRAND OLD MAN 
OF JOURNALISM’ 


Death of Watterson 
Brings End to 
Beautiful Romance 


L O U IS V IL L E , Ky., Dec. 
22.— 
The death 
of 
Colonel 
Henry 
Watterson Interrupts one of the 
most 
beautiful 
romances 
of 
American 
history— a 
fifty-six 
year honeymoon. 
It was the year after the civil 
war, 1865, that Colonel W atter­ 
son won the hand of M iss 
Re­ 
becca Ewing, reigning belle 
of 
Nashville, Tenn^ and on Tuesday 
of this week they celebrated the 
fifty-sixth 
anniversary 
of 
that 
event. 
It is no secret 
in 
Louisville 
that Colonel Watterson, with his 
brilliancy and great mentality, was 
like a child In his loving depend­ 
ence upon his 
sweetheart, 
for 
sweetheart she always 
was 
to 
him. 
Through half a century of pub­ 
lic life which took them to all the 
capitals of the world, Mrs. W at­ 
terson was always with the col­ 
onel. He could scarcely get along 
without her even for a few days 
at a time. 


G.O.P. Sol orts Fight Pact 


Was Pioneer In Newspaper 
Field; Editorial Swayed 
Entire Nation

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Dec. 2 2 - 
Colonel Henry Watterson, an out­ 
standing figure in American journal­ 
ism for the last half century, died to­ 
day. 
An illness of less than twenty-four 
hours caused the death of the great 
Louisville editor in a hotel here at 
6:50 a. rn. 
W atterson, one of the most bril­ 
liant editorial writers in the history 
af the country, suddenly developed 
an acute case of bronchial pneumonia 
Wednesday. 
Was 81 Years Old. 
For some months the aged edi­ 
tor's heart had appeared to his phy­ 
sicians to be weakening, although 
tie seemed in the best of spirits. The 
weakened 
heart 
and W atterson^ 
age of 81 years made it impossible 
for him to withstand the attack and 
tiis physicians said heart 
disease 
was the direct canse of death. 
Colonel W atterson was conscious 
until about a half hour before his 
death. 
Then he quietly summond 
Ills wife and told her he believed the 
imd was near. 
Shortly afterwards 
tie lapsed Into unconsciousness. 
His wife, his Bon, Henry L. W at­ 
terson Jr., and his daughter, Mrs. 
William Miller, were at his bedside 
shen the end came. 
On Tuesday “Marse Henry” was in 
Excellent spirits and seemed to be 
enjoying good health. 
He and his 
rainily had made elaborate prepara­ 
tions for Christmas festivities. 
Shortly after breakfast yesterday 
morning, while seated 
in 
a chair, 
Colonel W atterson became suddenly 
ill. Traces of heart-trouble were ap­ 
parent. 
Dr. .lames B. 
Pasco, 
his 
physician, ordered him to his bed in 
the Seminole hotel. He had contract­ 
ed a slight cold the day before, which 
rapidly 
developed 
into 
bronchial 
pneumonia and affected his heart. 
Family Is Summoned. 
At limes during his brief illness 
W atterson would lapse Into a semi­ 
comatose state but 
quickly 
rallied 
each time until after midnight last 
night when It was apparent he was 
growing weaker. 
Members of the family were sum 
nioned and just before lapsing into 
his final unconsciousness W atterson 
talked a few minutes with them. 
“Marse Henry” loved Florida, and 
bad spent nearly every w inter here 
for the last few years 
He was grandfather of Henry W at­ 
terson, third, a member of the Cana­ 
dian army, who was killed In action 
In France, September 27, 1918. 
Wife Is Prostrated. 
Mrs. W atterson 
was 
prostrated 
with grief over the sudden death of 
her husband and said it Wwuld be 
impossible for her to leave Florida 
this winter. 
The body of Colonel W atterson 
will be placed in a vault here until 
next April, when It will be taken 
to Cave HAI cemetery, Louisville, 
for burial. 
Henry W atterson was the “grand 
old man of American Journalism.” 
He would have been 82 years old next 
February 16. 
He was a pioneer In the newspaper 
field of the south middle-west and 
by the bitter invective style of his 
editorials, swayed the entire United 
States. 
It was he who first created 
the phrase: 
Coined W ar Phrase. 
“To hell with the Hapsburgs and 
the Rohensollerns,” 
as 
the United 
States hovered on tho brink of war. 
For the last few years, 
be 
had 
taken no active part In journalism. 
He retired when the Courter-Journal 
ownership passed from his hands to 
Robert W orth Bignham, its present 
owner. 
After his retirem ent from active 
editorial writing he composed 
the 
memoirs of his life in two brilliant 
volumes called “Looking Backward." 
In this series he told the entire 
story of his life. 
He was extremely 
proud of the fact that he was born 
in Washington, “the center of diplo­ 
macy.” 
His 
father 
was a congressman 
Horn Tennessee and he early became 
identified in national life. 
Friend of President* 
John Quincy Adams used to walk 
along 
the streets 
of Washington 
with his arm on W atterson^ shout-

Anglo-Irish Treaty Fight 
Goes Over Until January 3

(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
DUBLIN, Dec. 22— The Dei! Eireann adjourned late today 
until January 3 without voting on the Anglo-Irish treaty. 
A spirit of gloom hovered over the members as they closed 
the eighth day of debate on the treaty. 
Ireland does not like the British treaty and she does not 
want it— but she can do nothing but accept it, General Richard 
Mulchay, leader of the Irish republican army, told the Dail dur­ 
ing the debate. 
“We don’t like the pact; we don’t want a king; we don’t 
want a crown representative; we don’t want any enemy forces 
occupying our harbors and we don’t want to partition Ireland— 
but what alternative is possible?” he asked. 
General Mulchay defended the treaty in behalf of the Irish 
republican army. 
“We do not like the treaty,” he told the Dail, “but we see 
no alternative which does give us full powers.”

Creek Flow Drops 
The danger point was just below 
the mouth of Gypsum crgek. While 
this creek flowed heavily, its stream 
had a tendency to keep the treach­ 
erous river flood away from the syc­ 
amore flat below the creek’s mouth. 
Yesterday the creek’s flow dropped. 
The river stream switched, and was 
pointed directly at the flat, 
which 
stood twelve 
or fifteen feet above 
the stream. 
The turbulent stream ate away no 
less than 250 feet of the sandy flat 
and was breaking its way directly 
toward the pavement. 
Brush and 
tree limbs were wired together and 
thrown into the point of the stream.*

Another point where the highway 
was threatened was above Sulphur 
Slide grade. There the cut 
came

Protective work was done there. 
“We worked until 2:30 this morn­ 
ing,” said McBride.

In 1868 he merged the Journal, the 
Democrat of W. N. Haldeman and 
the Courier Into “The Courier-Journ- 
al.” 
Then he took up the editorial 
banner 
to strike 
for a solidified 
north 
and 
south. 
With brilliant 
words that struck at the heart of 
every subject he mentioned, he drew 
the applause of the nation and his 
editorials w ere'reprinted in Journals 
throughout the country. 
"Mar?* Henry” as he was called, 
traveled no broad middle-road. 
His 
trenchant pen struck unmercifully 
into persons 
and projects 
he op­ 
posed. 
Those persons and things he fav­ 
ored benefited by as graceful expres­ 
sion as ever found its way to print. 
W atterson has been praised as one 
of the greatest essayists of the age. 
He had many close friends and 
many -warm 
enemies. 
But let a 
friend whose cause he championed 
deviate one step from W atterson’s 
conception of right, they came to a 
parting of tltfe ways. 
Tu rn ed A gainst Cleveland 
W atterson 
and

He was a great advocate of journ­ 
alistic enthusiasm 
He repeated of­ 
ten the old phrase that “journalism 
is the art of knowing where Hell is 
going to break loose next and having 
a man there to cover it.” 
He hated the "glossy” and the 
“showy” things 
He used to roll 
down to the Courier-Journal offices 
in a big motor car, wearing a sailor’s 
"pea jacket” instead of an expensive 
fur coat. 
He wrote a miserable hand and 
most of the printers had a hard time 
setting up bis articles. 
There were no typewriters in his 
day and when they finally came into 
use, he ignored them and stuck to 
his pen much to the disgust of the 
printers.

dy. 
It hopes to see such conditions 
rem edied by the power of public op­ 
inion and the enactment of proper 
laws. 
"T hat this organization does not 
countenance and will not stand for

R eturns from the first Installm ent 
of Orange county taxes reflected a 
decidedly prosperous tone when an­ 
nounced today by County Tax Col­ 
lector J. C. Lamb, who revealed th at 
although there were approxim ately 
$73,000 more in taxes to handle this 
year than last, the delinquent list 
was abont $1,000 less than in 1920. 
The result was a surprise in view 
of the fact th a t indications ju st be­ 
fore the date of delinquency were 
that the delinquent list would be 
larger than usual. 
A rush of tax­ 
payers on the final day explains the 
unexpected change in the situation. 
The delinquent list for first tax 
installm ents th is year totals $20,- 
281.85. 
The fifteen per cent pen­ 
alty on this delinquent sum will 
am ount to $3,040.73. 
Total first installm ent taxes col­ 
lected this year were $1,977,368.15, 
as com pared to $1,904,045.53 for the 
sam e installm ent last year. 
These 
figures show that, a very sm all per­ 
centage of taxes fell delinquent. 
Tho chief reason assigned for this 
condition is that the O range county 
tax collector follows a practice of 
hunting out new owners of property 
and takes pains to see that 
the 
ow ner receives his ta r bill. 
Most 
tax delinquencies result from a new 
ow ner being unfam iliar 
with 
the 
date for paying taxes and also fail­ 
ing to receive a tax bill, which is 
m ailed to the old owner if the tran s­ 
fer took place after the assessm ent 
books had been closed. 
So when the tax collector takes 
the trouble to run down th# actual 
owner and place the tax bill in his 
hands, the delinquent list shrinks 
perceptibly.
